Local Actor 
Rides Express

As jobs go, some are better than others. Let’s be 
honest about it. Some pay more, some are more inter¬ 
esting, some let you be out in the fresh air. Some are 
also more unusual than others. Ernest Marchain, who 
grew up in Hastings Ranch and attended Pasadena High 
School, as did so many Sierra Madre residents (his 
parents live in Sierra Madre now) has one of the more 
interesting and unusual jobs; Ernest roller skates and 
sings Andrew Lloyd Weber songs in front of 1,000 
people regularly in Las Vegas. Yes, he’s starring in 
Weber’s “Starlight Express.’’ 

For those of you who haven’t seen Starlight Express, 
it’s the story of‘The little engine that could.” No, that’s 
not an analogy. Actually, Marchain’s character is, in 
fact, a train. The musical focuses on a little boy’s dream 
in which his toy trains come to life. Ernest’s train, 
‘Rusty’, is the old-fashioned steam engine, competing 
against flashier, newer, more powerful trains. 

Marchain played water polo and was on the swim 
team at both Pasadena High School and Citrus College, 
and he has combined athletics into his stage work. As 
he puts it, “I’ve always been involved in physical ac¬ 
tivities such as tumbling and dancing, and in show 
business, any extra skills you have that might be incor¬ 
porated are always a plus.” Perhaps nowhere is it as big 
a plus as in Starlight Express, where his costume 
weighs almost 45 pounds. 

Marchain’s stage and singing talents (his father is a 
singer, and he studies at college and privately) led him 
to jobs at Disney and Universal Studios in Florida. It 
was at Universal Studios where he was singing a capel- 
la leading to his discovery by the Troika Organization, 
co-producers of the Starlight Express. They sent him 
to Germany to play the part of Rusty for two years. Of 
course, he didn’t speak any German at the time, but that 
was a small detail. After performing Starlight Express 
in German for two years, he came to Las Vegas in 
September of last year to try his hand in the English 
version. At the Las Vegas Hilton, Starlight Express has 
enjoyed a successful run, and will continue until No¬ 
vember 30, when it closes. 

What’s next for Ernest Marchain? “I’ve been audi¬ 
tioning for Ragtime and Miss Saigon. I’m ready for the 
next step, wherever it takes me.” He enjoys Las Ve¬ 
gas, where he indulges his passion for golf, and he also 
enjoyed Germany, where he says, “The culture is in¬ 
credible. They have churches that are centuries old, and 
are still considered new there.” But Ernest is ready to 
move on. “It’s been a lot of fun,” he says, “but I’ve been 
doing Starlight Express for three years on two conti¬ 
nents and in two languages. There are other things I’d 
like to do, and I’m excited about moving on.” 

In the meantime, he’s got two and half more months 
to race over, around, and through the audience at the 
Hilton. Whatever comes next for Ernest, like his char¬ 
acter Rusty, his determination and talent will see him 
through it successfully.

The whispers are final¬ 
ly shouts. Three months of 
behind the scenes ques¬ 
tions, speculations, and 
innuendo were brought to 
light at Tuesday’s City 
Council meeting, as City 
Councilmembers, Tree 
Commissioners, and mem¬ 
bers of the public dis¬ 
cussed allegations of con¬ 
flicts of interest. 

Mayor Hester said, “I 
thought it was time we 
should look into this,” to 
open the item, following a 
staff report from Public 
Works Director Bruce In¬ 
man which took an infor¬ 
mational look at the histo¬ 
ry of the Tree Ordinance. 

Councilmember Doyle, 
who asked that the item be 
agendized, referred to “a 
number of other approach¬ 
es other cities have taken” 
(as opposed to having a 
Tree Commission), and 
has stated that he believe 
that the Tree Ordinance 
does not adequately ad¬ 
dress the needs of the City. 
More importantly, howev¬ 
er, he stated that he has 
received “many calls re¬ 
garding problems with the 
Commission,” and “accu¬ 
sations against Commis¬ 
sioners” from the public as 


well as from other Com¬ 
missioners. Over the few 
months since the issue 
came up, Doyle said, “If 
anything. I’ve heard a fur¬ 
ther escalation of the con¬ 
flicts.” Doyle stated that he 
had asked one member for 
her resignation and repeat¬ 
ed the request for the 
record, stating that he 
wished to invoke a section 
of the Municipal Code that 
allows for the Council’s 
removal of appointed 
Commissioners at any 
time, and “ask Lorayne 
(Russman) to step down.” 

Mayor Hester stepped 
in to call for discussion of 
the item before voting on 
any motion, and former 
Commissioner Lew Wa- 
tanabe stepped to the podi¬ 
um to read into the record 
a letter that he’d written 
Mayor Hester. Watanabe’s 
letter appears here in its 
entirety:

What’s in a 
Family?

Tuesday night’s City Council meeting saw a packed 
house, with most people present to address the ‘non-is¬ 
sue’ of the year: the definition of the word ‘family’ in 
the Zoning Code. 

Councilmember Bart Doyle said that he was ‘very 
concerned’ and had gone to City Attorney Charles Mar¬ 
tin for guidance. What Doyle learned was that the defi¬ 
nition of ‘family’ was not the fundamental issue. Doyle 
said that the Council was not trying to endorse or con¬ 
demn any singular group, but rather that the City was 
trying to clean up language in the Zoning Code saying 
that the Council must not discriminate. After an after¬ 
noon reading case law, Doyle learned two things that he 
thought were key regarding this issue: 1) In none of the 
relevant cases did the Court discuss what constitutes a 
family. Said Doyle, ‘The Court took ties of blood, mar¬ 
riage, or adoption as a given.” 2) The Court repeatedly 
ruled that discriminatory laws were unconstitutional. 
Again, to quote Doyle, “It’s permissible to regulate the 
(land) use, but not the users.” Doyle went on to note that 
the word ‘family’ is significant in other realms of law, 
including inheritance, property ownership, and liabili- 

ty- 

Councilmember Mary Ann MacGillivray, whose def¬ 
inition of ‘family’ introduced at the first ordinance drew 
praise from nationally syndicated radio talk-show host 
Dr. Laura Schleshinger and has been the topic of an 
hour-long discussion on KFI talk radio, briefly con¬ 
curred with Doyle, saying, “We are clarifying the defi¬ 
nition to be inclusive and consistent with the law.” 

The ordinance on the table is to define family as 
“...persons related by blood, marriage, or adoption liv¬ 
ing together as a single ‘housekeeping unit’ in an autho¬ 
rized dwelling unit.” The ordinance goes on to read, “The 
City Council recognizes that an additional definition of 
‘family’ has been mandated by law and court decision; 
and therefore includes any alternate style living arrange¬ 
ments in its definition of ‘housekeeping unit’ as set forth 
in this Chapter. A ‘housekeeping unit’ is proposed to 
mean “a single, integrated home-style of living togeth¬ 
er and sharing space in a non-exclusive, non-compart- 
mentalized lifestyle with one kitchen, one set of utilities, 
and one mailing address and with one front door for all

Lorayne Russman 
Responds 

The following letter was sent to Mayor Hester from Lorayne 

Russman: 


Dear Mayor Hester: 

I want to first thank you for giving me 
this past week to consider the submis¬ 
sion of my resignation from the Tree 
Preservation Commission. I have taken 
this time to seriously consider your re¬ 
quest and the reasons that were put forth 
in your asking for my resignation. I also 
want to thank you for giving me your 
permission to discuss this issue with oth¬ 
ers before making my decision. 

I have spoken with members of the 
I'ree Preservation Commission, includ¬ 
ing Chairman Beirich. I explained the 
concerns you expressed to me and they 
strongly urged me to remain on the 
Commission. 

While I have had, and will continue 
to have, the City’s best interest at heart, 
I believe my contribution to the Tree 
Preservation Commission and the City 
of Sierra Madre far outweighs the un¬ 
substantiated rumors concerns me that 
you have said creates the appearance of 
impropriety. 

Therefore, while I appreciate your 
taking me into your confidence regard¬ 
ing these “rumors” and respect your con¬ 
cerns for the Tree Preservation Commis¬ 
sion on a long-term basis, it is my belief 
that the work we are currently able to 
conduct and the projects that the Com¬ 
mission has put into motion will shine 
above any and all “rumors” and it is my 
intention to remain on the Commission 
working towards the success and com¬ 
pletion of these as well as similar 
projects. 

If you have any questions or would 
like to discuss this further, please, do not 


hesitate to contact me at your earliest 
convenience.

Russman denies allegations that she 
in any way contributed to the pressure on 
Lew Watanabe to resign from the Tree 
Commission, as does Joy Louise Harte’- 
Smith, who says, “I didn’t accuse Lew 
of any conflict of interests; I had heard 
rumors and inquired about them.” In a 
letter to Lew Watanabe, Brion Costa 
writes of “the strong possibility that con¬ 
fidential trust fund information was sto¬ 
len from our office computers by a cur¬ 
rent member of the Tree Commission, 
(who worked for our company the later 
part of 1996 and the first quarter 1997) 
and has used it against you.” Russman 
calls the insinuation “completely un¬ 
true” and talks about threatening phone 
calls made to her home by Costa, includ¬ 
ing the phrase, “If I have to go to that 
meeting tonight to defend Lew Wa¬ 
tanabe, you will never forget it. Your 
career in politics in that city will be 
over.” 

Originally appointed by Clem Barto- 
li, Russman also expressed her disap¬ 
pointment that although Sierra Madre is 
a Tree City, the Tree City Flag has only 
been flown once, on Arbor Day at her 
strong urging, and the Tree City Plaque 
still does not hang in City Hall. She also 
points out that contrary to an offhand 
comment at Tuesday’s meeting. Tree 
Commissioner Gary Anderson does bid 
on projects in Sierra Madre, which was 
confirmed by Director of Public Works 
Bruce Inman.

As for the dollar 
amount that was given by 
Lorayne to the members in 
the first meeting, that must 
have been taken out of the 
computer as Costa Land 
Development.

Costa had paid me under 
the table. That, of course, 
is ridiculous and can be 
substantiated with records, 
both from my files and 
Costa Land Development. 

The accusation of con¬ 
flict was instigated by a 
memo dated November 
18, 1994. The memo that 
was marked “Confiden¬ 
tial” was taken from the 
files at City Hall and giv¬ 
en to Gurdon Miller two or 
three months ago. Gurdon 
Miller, of course, uses the 
word confidentiality in not 
disclosing who it was, as 
you (Mayor Hester) also 
did. Loryane Russman 
also indicated that Gurdon 
Miller received an anony¬ 
mous fax which Gurdon 
denies and so on and on it 
goes.... 

I believe it is important 
for all of us to know who 
gave that confidential 
memo that started this 
whole mess and know 
what the motive of that 
person was, so that the air 
can be cleared. 

When I first heart the 
charges, I was very 
shocked to say the least. 
My first reaction was dis¬ 
belief, then hurt and anger. 
I had been planning to 
leave the Commission 
anyway out of frustration 
of lack of action and petty 
bickering for the past sev¬ 
eral months. I will accept 
my part of not being able 
to motivate my different 
chair people.

Invisible stains have not vanished 
completely - they are always still there and may ruin a 
garment. 

Salad dressing or mayonnaise spilled on your clothes 
can leave a yellowish-brown stain if they are not re¬ 
moved promptly. Mustard is a particularly difficult stain 
to remove because of a yellow dye called turmeric.

So here come the 
weather soothsayers and 
rain gurus, panicing the 
daylights out of us. 

They’re prognosticat¬ 
ing that this Christmas 
when senior El Nino ex¬ 
tends a visit, Los Angeles 
is going to get clobbered 
with the wettest, wildest 
winter since the Old Testa¬ 
ment. 

Maybe the doomsayers 
will be right; perhaps 
they’ll be wrong. But sus¬ 
picious residents of the Si¬ 
erra Madre Canyon with 
long , long memories will 
surely smell the deal that 
might be coming; some 
mega agency could next be 
arriving to order the shor¬ 
ing up of the Canyon’s 
watershed. 

Which would be like 
1995' all over again, when 
(to plagerize and interest¬ 
ing slogan) Sierra Madre 
Canyonities were getting 
told by bureaucrats that it 
was necessary to save the 
Canyon be destroying it. 

Only this time, the Sier¬ 
ra Madre Canyon won’t 
have Big Bill Wark, or 
“Iron Mike” Wark, to save 
it. Iron Mike? 

His real name was Wil¬ 
liam J. Wark, he was Sier¬ 
ra Madre’s very first Citi¬ 
zen of the Year, and he 
properly belongs in Sierra 
Madre mythology with 
those brave and stubborn 
pioneers who almost a 
century ago repulsed the 
pirate Lucky Baldwin 
when old man Baldwin 
made his famous raid to rip 
off our water supply; the 
heavyweight adversaries 
brave Bill Wark faced 
down were none other than 
the moguls of Los Angeles 
County Flood control and 
their cohorts the Army 
Corps of Engineers. 

Wark set off on his cru¬ 
sade in 1965, a season 
when another devastating 
winter was being forecast, 
and when the wash chan¬ 
nel of the Canyon — 
which had stood fast for 38 
years, or ever since the 
floods of 1927 let to the 
construction of the Sierra 
Madre dam — when the 
wash channel of the Can¬ 
yon was abruptly declared 
utterly inadequate. 

In other words, the 
same cement-crazy friends 
who had previously done a i 
number on once-beautiful i 
Big Santa Anita Canyon 
with 50 eyesore “check- i 
dams,” were planning to i 
give a similar dose of con- ’ 
Crete fever to Sierra Ma- I 
dre’s Little Santa Anita t 
wilderness behind the 1 
dam. And also to obliterate i 
its rustic cobblestones and ’ 
give a cement overcoat to s 
the Canyon wash from the 


“ dam to Camillo Avenue. 

Sierra Madre Canyon- 
ites, traditionally some of 
the community’s most en¬ 
lightened subjects, rose up 
in fierce defiance. Their 
message to Flood Control 
and the dam Engineers: 
Buzz off. We love our 
Canyon the way it is. We’ll 
take the risk. 

Canyonites led groups 
of tours to celebrate the 
Little Santa Anita’s un¬ 
spoiled beauty, they set up 
photo displays, they fili¬ 
bustered at council meet¬ 
ing. 

But there was still an¬ 
other, maybe a better, way 
of fighting off the flood 
Control geeks: by taking 
up pen and raising hell in 
the Sierra Madre News. 
That became Bill Wark’s 
way. 

Wark wasn’t a legiti¬ 
mate Canyonite; he was a 
minor flatlander, living on 
modest Merrill Avenue. 
But, having earlier matric¬ 
ulated at Pasadena City 
College for a crash semes¬ 
ter in creative writing, he 
let the impending rape of 
the Canyon fire his prose. 

He attacked: “Clouds of 
gloom hung over (Sierra 
Madre)... The mighty Los 
Angeles Flood control dis¬ 
trict, fattened by our taxes, 
plans to invade our town 
and tear the very heart out 
of our most picturesque 
area and completely de¬ 
stroy the beauty of our Lit¬ 
tle Santa Anita Canyon...” 

He sobbed: “The old 
Mt. Wilson Trail that leads 
into the Little Santa Anita 
Wilderness may sadly be¬ 
come a pathway of broken 
hearts...” 

He preached doom and 
gloom: The bitterest and 
most frustrating battle in 
the anals of Sierra Madre... 
The blackest year in the 
history of Sierra Madre...” 

He savaged flood con¬ 
trol as the epitome of evil, 
and described its managers 
as jackals “who feel they 
must spend tax dollars and 
destroy all things beautiful 
to justify their existence.” 

And flood Control 
caved! Nobody could 
stand heat like that. Mum¬ 
bling dire warnings about 
the 1 OO-year rain and flood 
to come (still on hold to¬ 
day, a third of a century 
later) Flood Control and 
the Army Corps uncere¬ 
moniously filed leaving 
the Canyon pristine. 

Don’t get the wrong 
idea: there were other he¬ 
roes in the saga beside Bill 
Wark, but he was its sym¬ 
bol. Wanting to do some¬ 
thing nice for an eminent 
Sierra Madrean, the town 
invented its Citizen of the 
Year accolade and be¬ 
stowed it on Wark in 1966. 
Readers, you’d better 


stop here if you want this 
yam to have a happy end¬ 
ing. Because not long af¬ 
ter all this, the mayor and 
city council, proceeded to 
break it off royal in citizen 
of the Year Wark. 

They took him out of 
the penthouse and stuck 
him in the outhouse. To ac¬ 
commodate a real estate 
development just across 
the street from his resi¬ 
dence, and over Wark’s 
pathetic objections and 
pleas not to, the city in its 
wisdom sliced a scar of an 
easement straight across 
his property that uprooted 
and massacred all his fa¬ 
vorite old trees. 

Wark was a walking re¬ 
frigerator of a man who 
never lost the master phy¬ 
sique of the professional 
grappler (“Iron Mike” was 
Wark’s wrasslin’ stage 
name); he was also one of 
the original members of 
the Search and Rescue 
Team. Fortunately he was 
by disposition a kind and 
gentle soul and incapable 
of feeling bitter, only hurt. 

So, even thought the 
city had trashed his prop¬ 
erty, there still were the 
special vistas and atmo¬ 
sphere of the unspoiled, 
saved. Little Santa Anita 
canyon to enjoy. And en¬ 
joy them wonderful— Bill 
Wark did, until death 17 
years ago last month.

He import¬ 
ed Austrian artisans who 
decorated the interior 
with will designs and 
paintings and a fountain 
greets you inside to the 
left of the places 
throughout have tile by 
Ernest Batchelder,, fa¬ 
mous Pasadena tile mak¬ 
er. Of special note is the 
tile in the master bed¬ 


room fireplace which has 
a beautiful wisteria design. 

The house is presently 
owned by Tom Pocock 
and his wife Patricia Du¬ 
arte Pocock, both physi¬ 
cians, who enjoy and love 
this fine home very much 
and through their efforts it 
has been carefully restored 
and retrofitted. When 
Graff s wife Lena died in 
the late 1950’s he decided 
to sell. It was purchased by 
pediatrician Dr. John Rob¬ 
ertson and his wife Shirl¬ 
ey. The Robertsons had six 
children, certainly a great 
training ground for a pedi¬ 
atrician. 

This was a wonderful 
home for the family and 
the Robertsons put in a 
pool. The late Father 
O’Malley, for whom St. 
Rita’s O’Malley Hall is 
named, told me he was 
close to the Graffs and 
Robertsons and visited 
them both often. When 
ever he visited the Graffs 
he felt the home was cry¬ 
ing out for a family and the 
Robertsons filled ;that 
need very well. 

Both Dr. John and Shir¬ 


ley have passed away but 
they knew the Pococks. 
When Shirley put ;the 
house up for sale she told 
the Pococks and they pur¬ 
chased owners in 1982. 
We have held Historical 
Society meetings in the 
home with the public invit¬ 
ed and it was also on the 
1996 Creative Arts Home 
Tour.

The Sierra Madre Public Library has some special 
friends. To be precise, they are "The Friends of the Si¬ 
erra Madre Library”, a non-profit community service 
organization, tied to promoting the traditional values and 
the spirit of Sierra Madre through support and assistance 
to the local library.

Also available from time 
to time are LPs. CDs, tapes, and encyclopedias. 

The nest “Good Used Book Sale” will be October 2nd 
- 4th, 1997. Once a year, members of the Friends are 
provided first access to the sale books and this will be 
the case on the evening of October 2nd. However, mem¬ 
bership is open and dues can be paid at the door. The sale 
on October 3rd and 4th is open to all. Proceeds from the 
sales are used by the “Friends” to support special pro¬ 
grams at the library, provide improvements to the facil¬ 
ity, and expand or update the collections.

At one time or another, it’s happened to all of us; 
You’re in a public setting —maybe a shopping mall or 
eating at a restaurant—when suddenly the fire alarm 
sounds. The first thing you do is look around to see what 
everyone else does (if anything). According to experts 
at the nonprofit National Fire Protection Association 
(NFPA), this hesitation may be a common response, but 
it could prove deadly. 

“Too often, people don’t react when a fire alarm 
sounds. Particularly in public settings, people tend to 
wait to see how others respond, “ says Mary-K Appy, 
NFPA’s vice president for public education. “We know 
form tragic fire incidents that a quick, decisive response 
is often what makes the difference between life and death 
in a fire.” 

Richard Snyder, Sierra Madre’s Fire Marshal, strong¬ 
ly supports efforts to improve pubic responsiveness, and 
stresses the importance of escape planning in any loca¬ 
tion. “No matter where you are, or what type of build¬ 
ing you’re in, if a fire breaks out, it’s too late to start 
developing a plan, “ says Richard. “You’ve got to know 
how to respond immediately in a variety of situations, 
and take early warning signs of fire seriously.” 

Richard Snyder urges everyone to develop home es¬ 
cape plans with all members of the household, and to 
practice fire drills regularly. He says and adequate es¬ 
cape plan for one and two-family dwellings includes ev¬ 
eryone in the household knowing two ways out of ev¬ 
ery room, establishing an outdoor location in front of 
the home where everyone will meet upon exiting, and 
contacting the fire department immediately form a near¬ 
by phone.

Needed On New clean

Mail Order Shopping 1908 Styie

The 1990 amendments 
to the Clean Air Act, 
which I supported, have 
contributed to the substan¬ 
tial improvement in air 
quality which we have ex¬ 
perienced in the Los Ange¬ 
les Basin over the past six 
years. In fact, our region’s 
air is cleaner today than at 
any time since the govern¬ 
ment began measuring air 
quality in the 1040s. 

The key to the success 
of the Clean Air Act has 
been its emphasis on con¬ 
sumer-friendly regulations 
that spend taxpayer dollars 
efficiently, are based on 
sound science, and do not 
hinder economic growth. 
Those objectives, howev¬ 
er are being threatened by 
new Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency (EPA) 
regulations that could 
bankrupt thousands of 
small businesses, under¬ 
mine California’s fragile 
economic recover, and 
send jobs across the bor¬ 
der, despite widespread 
disagreement among sci¬ 
entists as to whether the 
regulations will benefit 
public health and the envi¬ 
ronment. 

On July 18, 1997, the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency finalized revisions 
of the National Ambient 
Air Quality Standards for 
particulate matter which 
may be curbed are utility 
companies, factories, dry 
cleaner, printer, motor- 
boats, barbecues, lawn 
mowers and private autos. 

According to a study by 
the American Enterprise 
Institute, “Much of the 
country would be unable 
to comply with the stan¬ 


dards, while areas that 
were able to comply would 
incur tremendous ex¬ 
pense.” While the EP esti¬ 
mates the national compli¬ 
ance cost to be about $8 
billion annually, indepen¬ 
dent organizations esti¬ 
mate that such costs will 
be 10 times higher. The 
Edison Electric Institute, 
for example says that it 
will cost the electric indus¬ 
try alone about $8 billion 
annually to comply. 

These cost would be 
justified if were confident 
that health gains would be 
realized. However, the 
EPA itself says the new 
ozone standard could ben¬ 
efit only a very small per¬ 
centage of the population. 
The Department of Energy 
suggests even that gain 
might be offset by an in¬ 
crease in cancer cases re¬ 


sulting from reductions in 
ozone. And the new stan¬ 
dards for particulate, only 
to trade off for other activ¬ 
ities that produce more 
dangerous pollutants. 

The EPA’s effort to 
rush ahead with costly and 
burdensome regulations 
without sufficient evi¬ 
dence of a corresponding 
benefit to public health and 
the environment is clearly 
a response to political 
pressure from Washington 
D.C. based special interest 
groups. The American 
people would be better 
served if the EPA under¬ 
took a more thorough re¬ 
view of the science behind 
its proposed regulations 
and worked with Congress 
to develop the kind of bi¬ 
partisan consensus that 
made the Clean Air Act 
such a success.

Christmas is not far off 
and that means we get into 
the heavy season of cata¬ 
log mailing and that’s 
good if catalog shopping is 
your thing. If, on the other 
hand, you find it an annoy¬ 
ance having a catalog 
crowded mailbox then 
blame Montgomery Ward 
and Sears Roebuck who 
started this very American 
institution of mail order 
marketing. The first Sears 
catalog appeared in 1891 
and by 1908 it was a full 
blown business. 

Recently I sat down 
with a replica of that 1908 
catalog, found it great fun 
to read and an open win¬ 
dow to life back then. The 
catalog was mailed to any 
address and there was a 
page to explain simple 
rules for ordering. These 
directions were also print¬ 
ed in German and Swed¬ 
ish, so you can see how 
times have changed. They 
advertised a stock of 40 
million dollars, greatly re¬ 
duced prices and money 
returned immediately for 
any merchandise that was 
unsatisfactory. Illustrated 
were pictures of their Chi¬ 
cago building, now re¬ 
placed by the Sears Tow¬ 
er, and also factories in 
various states. 

Pages featured clothing 
for all members of the 
family - ideas galore for 
Sierra Madre’s Pioneer 
Days celebration. Draw¬ 
ings of the women models 
all had football player.,^ 
wide shoulders and, of 
course, unbelievable tiny, ] 
tiny waists. To appear in i 
this “breathless” figure ■ 
you first donned your cor- . 
set, easily and impersonal- | 
ly ordered from the cata- | 
log. I like the ones that said | 
they had “adjustments.” ( 
Beautiful and elaborate | 
ladies blouses were as lit- ^ 
tie as 39 cents each to j 
$1.79 for top quality. The ( 
highest priced dress, made 


of fine chiffon taffeta silk, 
fancy braid trim, rows of 
^ French knots, silk cord 
' applique, was priced at a 
whopping $13.75. Their 
advertisement for attrac¬ 
tive styles at low prices 
was the truth. The men, 
too, could be very up.stand- 
ing in the fine linen collars 
for only 7 cents a piece. 

There were musical in¬ 
struments that could even 
support any prodigy possi- 
bilities. In those days 
many homes had an organ 
perhaps more often than a 
piano. Top of the line 
Beckwith organ/pianos 
were $68.00 The same 
price for a Numberviolin, 
“the very best exponent of 
the art of violin making.” 
Pages of beautiful pocket 
watches and how could 
you resist that “move¬ 
ment.” 

One of the catalog’s 
first pages advertised their 
economy cream separator 
with an ironclad guarantee 
to save $ 15 yearly on each 
cow and would be good for 
20 years. If you needed 
wagons, harnesses, furni¬ 
ture, housewares, too nu¬ 
merous to mention they 
were all in this book. Be 
assured, too, you were 
covered from the cradle to 
the grave. Two pages had 
a selection of tombstones 
and if you needed more 
ideas, you could request a 
larger tombstone catalog 
and with everything for the 
cemetery. 

Montgomery Ward, a 
former traveling salesman, 
knew the farmer’s likes 
and dislikes. He had al¬ 
ready established himself 
in this catalog selling field 
when Richard W. Sears 
stepped in and brought it to 
new heights. Sears was 
bom in 1863 in Minneso¬ 
ta and while still a teenag¬ 
er went to work for the 
railroad as a telegrapher. 
When a local jeweler re¬ 
fused a shipment of watch¬ 
es, the shipper offered 


them on consignment to 
Sears. This proved so prof¬ 
itable that Sears ordered 
more and in a few months 
quit the railroad and set up 
a full time mail order 
known as R. W. Sears 
Watch Co. He later moved 
to Chicago and advertised 
fora watch repairman. Al- 
vah H. Roebuck, from 
Hammond, Indiana, an¬ 
swered the ad and it soon 
became Sears, Roebuck 
and Company. When Roe¬ 
buck decided to sell out. 
Sears lined up new capital 
and business partners. 


Aaron Nussbaum and Ju¬ 
lius Rosenwald, two suc- 
ce.ssful Chicago business¬ 
men. Sears remained pres¬ 
ident until 1908. The cata¬ 
logs were almost entirely 
his personal creation, with 
the emphasis on quality, 
good descriptions and 
something for everyone. 

It was all expres.sed de¬ 
lightfully in a poem “The 
Catalog” by Edgar Guest. 
Its last stanza said, “They 
know me as a catalog and 
yet on lonely nights, I 
bring them (meaning the 
family) dreams and fan¬ 


cies and wealth of real de¬ 
lights, for often when the 
day is done and duty’s 
flags are furled, I take the 
family shopping around 
the markets of the world.” 

Today the growth of 
catalogs is beyond belief 
but ironically Sears is now 
out of the catalog business. 
However, if you are deter¬ 
mined to avoid mall mad¬ 
ness, or seek special items, 
take your pen in hand and 
enjoy the “wish time” con¬ 
venience Sears .set in mo¬ 
tion in those days past, 
with such success, and do 
your catalog ordering.

tiate his removing himself 
from the Jameson estate 
project in November of 
1994. Beginning in late 
November, reports on the 
Jameson estate were com¬ 
pleted by fellow Commis¬ 
sioner Rick Allot. Wa¬ 
tanabe’s checks for work 
completing work on the 
Jameson estate were not 
issued until December, 
1994. 

Mark Beirich spoke of 
the tree inventory, which 
he said would be “the crux 
of our accountability’’. The 
person heading up the tree 
inventory is no longer on 
the Tree Commission, 
which has led to some de¬ 
lays, and though well-pub¬ 
licized, appeals for help 
from the public have re¬ 
sulted in “not much sup¬ 
port”. He said that Com¬ 
mission is at last in a posi¬ 
tion to “jump off and get 
some work done,” and 
asked for the help of the 
City Council. He closed by 
saying, “If not for Lorayne 
Russman, there would not 
be any trees planted at Si¬ 
erra Madre School.” 

Later reached for com¬ 
ment, Beirich denied alle¬ 
gations that he called for 
Watanabe’s resignation on 
conflict of interest charges, 
and also denied that he had 
ever claimed Watanabe 
had ever offered him any 
‘piece of the action’. Beir¬ 
ich stressed that he is “not 
really interested in the con¬ 
troversy of it,” and focused 
on the work that the Tree ' 
Commission has been do¬ 
ing, saying, “We’re pre¬ 
pared to purchase software 
for the tree inventory, 
which will allow the City 
to be completely account¬ 
able. We’ II be ready to say, 
‘This is what we have, this 
is what it’s worth, and this 
is what we need’.” Beirich 
added that he has logged 
thousands of hours of vol¬ 
unteer work for the City, 
saying, “As a certified ar¬ 
borist, the time that I do¬ 
nate to the City is valuable, 
but I love my community 
and I want to give some¬ 
thing back.” 

Caroline Brown spoke 
on behalf of the Tree Com¬ 
mission, saying, “The 
General Plan directs its at¬ 
tention to tree preserva¬ 
tion, and many projects are 
being accomplished 
through the strong Tree 
Commissoin.” 

Joy Louise Harte’- 
Smith also spoke on behalf 
of the Tree Commission, 
and on behalf of Russman 
specifically. She called the 
ordinance “well-drafted " 
and “strong”. She noted 
that Sierra Madre was des¬ 
ignated as a Tree City not 
through the efforts of the 
City, but “as a result of one 
person, Lorayne Russman, 
and the Arbor Day Associ¬ 
ation. We should be eter¬ 
nally grateful.” She called 
it “unfortunate and dis¬ 
courteous” for Rusman to 
“have to face this attack,” 
and finally called upon the 
Council to let the Tree 
Commissioners have an 
opportunity to show their 
abilities. 

Gurdon Miller publicly 
apologized to Lew for his 
distress and embarrass¬ 
ment, but not for Miller’s 
actions. Miller stated that 
“Conflict of interest is 
clearly defined.” Wa¬ 
tanabe would later say of 
Miller’s apology, “It was 
good of him. I was pleased 
to see that.”

Martin’s letter, which Wa¬ 
tanabe had alluded to. The 
letter included the com¬ 
ment from Webb-Martin, 
“In all cases. Lew has 
shown that he favors keep¬ 
ing the trees and plants 
unless they need thinning 
out of have unusual cir¬ 
cumstances. I would cer¬ 
tainly consider Lew a 
“Tree Hugger”. 

George Maurer stated 
with respect to Wa¬ 
tanabe’s letter that he had 
no proprietary interest in 
any restaurant, and he 
didn’t participate in the 
outside dining vote. 

Joy Phillips expressed 
support for the Commis¬ 
sion, saying, “I really ap¬ 
preciate how hard every¬ 
one on the Tree Commis¬ 
sion works. They’re doing 
a great job; they’re young 
and enthusiastic.” 

Sue Ritter, however, 
spoke in support of Wa¬ 
tanabe calling him a “valu¬ 
able, valuable asset” to the 
City, but said, “Personally, 
I don’t think we need a 
Tree Commission. We 
have p**ople we can go to.” 
Jay Whitcraft supported 
the Ordinance and the 
Commission, and called 
the Commissioners “hard 
working”. 

Pete Pearson, however, 
agreed with Ritter regard¬ 
ing the necessity for a Tree 
Commission: “We should 
give some credit to the 
people who came before 
us. We’ve been here 100 
years. Are we going to die 
without a Tree Commis¬ 
sion? They’ll grow until 
they fall down, then anoth¬ 
er will come up.” 

Following public input. 
Councilman Adams spoke 
to the issue of conflict of 
interest, stating, “John 
Davidson, Lew Watanabe, 
Charlie Martin and I met to 
talk about it. We have 
some fine professionals 
who live and work here 
and want to serve. It 
should not be just those 


who work elsewhere (on 
commissions). People who 
work here should not be 
barred from serving on 
commissions. Lew didn’t 
vote on any issue he got 
financial gain from. To bar 
people who work in town 
does them, us, and the rest 
of Sierra Madre’s residents 
a disservice. I believed that 
then, I believe it now, and 
I will continue to believe 
it.” 

Mayor Hester stated 
that he did not request that 
Russman resign, but sug¬ 
gested that it “may be best 
to avoid controversy.” He 
called the Tree Commis¬ 
sion “more important than 
any one individual.” He 
stated that the issue “prob¬ 
ably needs further study.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Hayes 
said, “I believe we do need 
a commission. They work 
awfully hard, and they 
must be doing something 
right.” He called for a 
study session on the issue. 

Councilwoman 
MacGillivray concurred 
with Hayes on the study 
session, asking the com¬ 
mission to engage in a self- 
study and a study of the or¬ 
dinance, though the irony 
of a self-study by a Com¬ 
mission whose members 
are charged with conflicts 
of interest was not lost on 
her. She put a six-month 
time frame on the self- 
study and requested that 
the possible removal of 
any specific commission¬ 
ers be agendized for future 
action. 

Councilman Doyle ex¬ 
pressed unhappiness with 
the fact that he’s been 
hearing different versions 
of the same conversations, 
and said, “We tried very 
hard to resolve this infor¬ 
mally.” 

Mayor Hester stated, 
“The public has to have 
confidence in those who 
are leading us. Perception 
is important.”

We cover the 
rare serious crime in Sierra Madre from attempted mur¬ 
der (a charge that unfortunately one out of town crimi¬ 
nal who fired a gun at Detective Cordischi was not con¬ 
victed for) to armed robbery and forgery, we cover the 
Police Department’s procural of State funding, and their 
volunteer efforts. To pretend that Sierra Madre is NOT 
a small town would be silly. To find a little humor in that 
fact is, to my mind, perfectly natural, and anyone who 
attended Chief Surgent’s final City Council meeting as 
police chief or saw it on television noticed that he did 
the same thing: he commented on the low crime rate in 
Sierra Madre, and he did it in a humorous way. If you 
missed it. Chief Surgent compared the Sierra Madre 
Police Department to that of Mayberry, RFD, and passed 
the ‘duty bullet’ to interim Police Chief Chris Christens¬ 
en. I am assuming that Surgent did this in jest, and I am 
relatively confident that he doesn’t find my writing of¬ 
fensive, but you have almost a week to call and ask him 
personally. You say ‘The low crime rate is one of the 
big reasons we choose to live here and raise our fami¬ 
lies here,” and most would agree. I’m sure Sierra Ma¬ 
dre News owner Michael DeWees would agree, since 
he moved here himself and is, as you are, a Sierra Ma¬ 
dre resident. 

In response to yours and other comments regarding 
the Police blotter, more serious calls will be mixed in, 
particularly in cases where community input may be 
helpful to apprehend a criminal, or public safety may be 
enhanced by greater awareness. As far as the original 
Times article goes, the majority of comments I’ve heard 
about my response have been favorable, though you 
can’t please all of the people all of the time. The beau¬ 
tiful part about this country is that everyone’s entitled 
to an opinion. My opinion is still, simply put, this: For a 
newspaper to point out that there’s not enough news in 
one town for three newspapers, then cover the events of 
that town three times in a just over a week, including two 
front-pages on the Metro section, thereby voluntarily 
becoming the FOURTH newspaper to cover Sierra 
Madre happenings...well, I for one find that ironic, in¬ 
consistent, and downright amusing.

persons residing at that 
location.” 

As a policy matter, how 
important is the definition 
of the word ‘family’? Said 
Development Services Di¬ 
rector Brian Lee, “I refer to 
the entire definitions sec¬ 
tion of the code maybe 
twice in a year.” 

So, what’s in a name? If 
there’s no discrimination, 
and my family and your 
housekeeping unit have 
the same rights and re¬ 
sponsibilities, then it’s all 
the same, right? Wrong. At 
least according to several 
speakers Tuesday night. 

Said John Lewallen of 
Catalyst, an advocacy 
group for gays, lesbians, 
bisexuals, and their 
friends, “This creates a 
very dangerous environ¬ 
ment. It’s not intended to, 
but that’s what it does.” He 
described the wording of 
the ordinance as ‘hurtful’ 
and the definition of fami¬ 
ly as ‘way too narrow’. 

Janis Salin called the 
ordinance “abhorrent and 
divisive” and applauded 
Mayor Pro Tern Doug 
Hayes, the lone voice in 
opposition at the Septem¬ 
ber 9th first reading of the 
ordinance. 

Robin Fletcher said, 
‘There’s a big difference 
in the feeling between 
‘family’ and ‘housekeep¬ 
ing unit’. I’m greatly dis¬ 
turbed by this narrow def¬ 
inition of ‘family’.” 


Dennis Watkins said 
that he had two initial reac¬ 
tion: Dismay (“I won¬ 
dered how you could be so 
mean-spirited”) and anger, 
and called the ordinance 
‘arrogant’. 

Jan Baker stressed that 
she and her husband met 
“the traditional definition 
of family” but that she 
considered the ordinance 
“inappropriate and offen¬ 
sive”. 

One resident who 
agreed with the ordinance 
is Joy Louise Harte’- 
Smith, who said that to dis¬ 
tinguish between the two 
living arrangements “does 
not mean one is less desir¬ 
able.” Quite plainly, she 
said, “What is one thing is 
not another.” 

Gurden Miller, while 
recognizing that the issue 
was not one of legalities, 
also opposed the ordinance 
as moralistic and unneces¬ 
sary. 

Following community 
input, the Council had 
some words to say. 
MacGillivray stated, 
‘There is no specific life¬ 
style described in this ordi¬ 
nance, and no living ar¬ 
rangement that will be 
changed by it.” 

Doyle said, “We are 
dealing in the politics of 
symbolism. We have 
adopted a broad-based 
anti-discrimination clause. 
Most of you here agree 
with what we want to do; 
we disagree regarding the 
method.” Doyle noted that 


the word ‘family’ appears 
countless times throughout 
the Zoning Code; to go 
over each on a case-by- 
case basis would be a mon¬ 
umental task. 

Hayes said that when he 
grew up, a family meant 
his father Ward, mother 
June, and a sister., but all 
kidding aside, he didn’t 
feel it was his place as a 
Councilman to so narrow¬ 
ly define the term. He 
asked, “What benefit did 
we as a community get for 
reinterpreting the State’s 
language?” He noted that 
Development Services Di¬ 
rector Brian Lee had pro¬ 
vided a definition from the 
State that would clean up 
the legal issues around the 
definition. Instead of ac¬ 
cepting it, Hayes said, 
‘The benefit is anger. Peo¬ 
ple are saying ‘Why in the 
hell are you doing this? 
Get out of my face!’ What 
positive thing has come 
out of all of this?” Hayes 
said the issue (with the 
proposed language from 
the State) was “dam near a 
consent calendar item. We 
should have rubber- 
stamped it.” 

In response to Hayes, 
MacGillivray said, “The 
benefit is that we, as a 
small government, have 
retained the ability to make 
decisions particular to an 
individual community.” 
Doyle also saw a benefit, 
saying, ‘The current ordi¬ 
nance was almost identical 
to one in Santa Barbara 
which was struck down as 


unconstitutional,” but 
Hayes responded that 
cleaning that issue up 
could have been done us¬ 
ing the State’s version. 

It was a hushed crowd 
who listened to Mayor 
Hester as he said, “I have 
to confess that I relied on 
expediency two weeks ago 
(at the ordinance’s first 
reading). I didn’t think it 
was a very important item, 
and I let it go. Then, all hell 
started breaking loose, 
which caused me to stop 
and think about this. I was 
reading the paper Saturday 
morning. There was a 
small article talking about 
Rosemary House for foster 
families. They’re trying to 
do something good, but 
there are no ties of blood, 
marriage, or adoption. If 
we’re doing this to stand 
up for morals, are we say¬ 
ing people who don’t fall 
under this definition are 
immoral?” Hester an¬ 
nounced to cheers (which 
he immediately silenced) 
that he was changing his 
vote. 

The second vote how¬ 
ever, passed by a 3-2 mar¬ 
gin, with Mayor Hester 
and Mayor Pro Tern Hayes 
dissenting. MacGillivray 
later said that she had re¬ 
ceived 70 calls in support 
of her stance on the ordi¬ 
nance, in addition to the 
Dr. Laura seal of approv¬ 
al. Said MacGillivray, “I 
realize that some negative 
calls came to City Hall, but 
I received calls within Si-

Solving a prehistoric 
mystery is not typical of 
requests that usually come 
into the Radiology Depart¬ 
ment at Methodist Hospi¬ 
tal in Arcadia, but recently 
radiologist Dr. Michael 
Smith was asked to use the 
hospital’s spiral CT scan to 
peer into several prehis¬ 
toric eggs currently on dis¬ 
play at Chapman Univer¬ 
sity. 

The hospital’s new spi¬ 
ral CT scan — manufac¬ 
tured by Picker - was able 
to produce an image of di¬ 
nosaur embryo from a nest 
of Chinese dinosaur eggs, 
said Dr. Smith. The spiral 
CT scan is typically used 
to peer into the body to 
help doctors diagnose dis¬ 
eases such as cancer or or¬ 
thopedic problems. 

“1 believe this is the first 
time an image like this was 
able to be obtained 
through a spiral CT scan,” 
said Dr. Smith.
